7. A light protecting sheet comprising: 

an aluminuni-depositedypolyethylene terephthalate film; 

a transparent polyethylene terephthalate film coated onto one side of the 
aluminum-deposited polyethylene terejmthalate film via a two-component adhesive; 

a white ink>feyer^c^ted'on an opposite side of the aluminum-deposited 
polyethylene terephthalate filni/and 

a homelt layer covermg^e white ink layer. 

8. The s^et of Claim 7 wherein said two-component adhesive is mixed with a white 
pigment to fix sai/a transparent polyethylene terephthalate film onto the aluminum-deposited 
polyethylene tgi^phthalate film.
